-Plagiarism,  or  representing  the  work 
of  another  person  as  being  one’s  own 
thoughts  or  writings. 

—Cheating  on  examinations. 


Not  adhering  to  promises  to  uphold 
the  dress  code  by  violating  it  in  various 
ways. 

Pres.  Oaks  said  that  a  “person  who 
faces  up  to  the  truth  and  speaks  it 
honestly,  without  reservation,  and 
without  attempted  concealment,  is  on  the 
path  of  growth  and  success.” 

He  noted  the  words  of  Karl  G.  Maeser, 
an  early  president  of  BYU,  who  “taught 
that,  sooner  or  later,  every  one  of  us 
‘must  stand  at  the  forks  of  the  road,  and 
choose  between  personal  interests  and 
some  principle  of  right.’  ” 


PRES.  OAKS  pointed  out  that  a  “lie  is 
not  always  told  in  so  many  words.  It  may 
be  a  creature  of  concealment  or 


misrepresentation  by  action  or 
half-truth.” 

He  added  that  there  is  no  such  thing  as 
a  “little  lie”  and  that  “like  their 
companion  virtue  of  loyalty,  honesty  and 
truthfulness  are  not  valuable  unless  they 
are  absolute.” 

Pres.  Oaks  said  that  a  person  who  tells 
the  truth  only  95  per  cent  of  the  time  is 
like  a  leaky  bucket:  “The  hole  may  be 
small,  but  it  renders  the  entire  vessel 
unworthy  of  its  purpose.  Unless  the  hole 
can  be  mended,  the  bucket  is  bound  for 
the  trash  heap.” 

He  explained,  though,  that  a  person 
who  faces  deceitful  practice  can  still 
repent  and  receive  “the  miracle  of 
forgiveness.” 


Stennis 

shot 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Sen.  John  C. 
Stennis,  D-Miss.,  was  shot  during  a 
holdup  in  front  of  his  Washington  home 
Tuesday  night,  police  said.  An  aide  said 
the  senator’s  condition  is  “really  serious.” 

Stennis,  71,  was  shot  a  short  time  after 
leaving  a  National  Guard  reception  near 
the  Capitol.  He  was  taken  to  Walter  Reed 
Army  Medical  Center  with  one  gunshot 
wound  in  the  stomach  and  one  in  a  leg, 
police  said. 

Stennis  was  admitted  to  the  hospital 
shortly  before  8:30  p.m.  and  was  taken 
to  surgery  immediately.  The  hospital  said 
its  “first  team”  of  surgeons  is  treating  the 
senator,  but  offered  no  details  on  the 
senator’s  condition. 

Police  Sgt.  Edward  Jones  said  officers 
have  descriptions  of  Stennis’  assailants 
and  have  posted  a  lookout  for  two 
persons.  


An  aide  said  Stennis  was  robbed  of  a 
small  amount  of  cash  and  his  watch. 

Stennis’  brown  leather  briefcase  was 
found  lying  next  to  the  curb  directly  in 
front  of  his  home,  a  white  two-story 
brick  house  in  a  well-to-do  northwest 
Washington  neighborhood.  His  coat  was 
lying  on  the  curb. 

Gertrude  Sullivan,  who  lives  directly 
across  the  street  from  Stennis’  home,  said 
she  heard  a  couple  of  shots  between  7:30 
and  8  p.m.  She  said  she  went  to  her  front 
window,  opened  the  curtain  and  heard 
some  voices  but  was  unable  to  see 
anything. 

“Just  some  words  were  said  and  that’s 
all,”  Mrs.  Sullivan  said.  She  said  she  went 
back  to  watching  television  until  she 
heard  the  police  sirens.  She  went  back  to 
her  window  and  saw  the  senator  being 
loaded  into  an  ambulance.

Interaction  groups  form 

Personal  growth  groups  are  being  organized  by  the  Personal 
Development  Center  to  help  students  improve  their  daily  lives. 

According  to  Mike  Maughan,  counselor  in  charge  of  the  program,  the 
groups  will  “help  students  develop  or  improve  the  skills  needed  to 
effectively  interact  with  other  individuals.” 

The  program  is  “designed  for  students  who  are  functioning  fairly  well 
in  their  daily  lives  but  want  to  further  their  personal  growth,”  he 
added. 

Students  may  sign  up  for  the  groups  at  the  Personal  Development 
Center,  C-273  ASB,  Ext.  2061. 
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Neale,  the  program  was  a  “roaring 
success.”  Thirty  students  were 
referred  to  Attorney  Maxfield 
during  a  two-hour  period. 

The  free  legal  program 
continues  today  with  a  student 
sign-up  in  the  Reception  Center, 
ELWC.  Maxfield  will  confer  with 
students  from  2-5  p.m.  Further 
information  may  be  obtained 
from  John  Cummock  of  the 
Ombudsman’s  office. 

THE  EXECUTIVE  Council  will 
discuss  whether  this  service  should 
be  established  on  a  weekly, 
bi-weekly  or  monthly  basis. 

Also  before  the  council  will  be 
the  possibility  of  increasing  the 
College  Council  Budget.  At 
present,  the  budget  stands  at 
$25,000.  The  money  is  used  to 
sponsor  student  academic  projects 
on  campus. 

Revising  and  up-dating  by-laws 
of  the  ASBYU  is  also  listed  on  the 
agenda,  according  to’Jeff  Boswell, 
ASBYU  executive  vice  president. 

OTHER  ITEMS  on  the  agenda 
are:  proposing  a  budget  for 
Agriculture  Week,  preparing  a 
freshman  orientation  booklet, 
organizing  a  senior  class  gift 
committee,  and  appropriating 
funds  to  be  used  by  the  Office  of 
Student  Community  Service  to 
buy  slide  projectors  and  tape 
recorders. 

Last  week  Ombudsman  Neale 
said  he  and  Cummock,  chairman 
of  the  Student  Legal  Assistance 
Program,  would  go  before  the 
Executive  Council  in  today’s 
meeting  and  ask  for  about  $800 
to  operate  the  program  the  rest  of 
the  year.

ERA  helps 
women , 
families 

Introduced  into  Congress  every  year 
since  1923,  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment 
(E.R.A.)  this  year  finally  has  a  good 
chance  to  be  ratified.  Currently  23  state 
legislatures  have  given  it  the  go-ahead, 
with  only  16  more  approvals  needed 
(before  March  1979)  for  it  to  become  the 
27th  amendment. 

The  introduction  of  the  E.R.A.  in  1923 
indicates  it  is  not  an  outgrowth  of  the 
Women’s  Liberation  movement,  but  is 
actually  its  predecessor.  While  the 
Women’s  Liberation  movement  is  pushing 
for  the  amendment,  the  measure  itself 
does  not  foster  the  more  radical  demands 
of  that  women’s  organization. 

AS  IT  NOW  stands,  the  amendment 
would  give  women  needed  support  in 
achieving  their  rights,  but  will  not  hurt 
the  family  or  otherwise  endanger  those 

women  who  wi3h  to  remain  housewives. 

The  E.R.A.  backs  up  women’s  demands 
for  equality  in  the  categories  of  work, 
management  of  property,  money, 
marriage  and  divorce. 

The  E.R.A.  would  provide 
constitutional  backing  for  equal  pay  for 
equal  work,  equal  opportunity  for  jobs 
and  non-restrictive  occupations  for 
women.  It  would  allow  women  to  engage 
in  business  as  freely  as  men,  while 
allowing  them  independently  to  manage 
their  separate  property  such  as 
inheritance  and  earnings. 

The  E.R.A.  would  also  provide  some 
advantages  for  men  in  that  alimony 
would  be  based  on  ability  to  pay.  Child 
custody  could  go  equally  to  husband  or 
wife,  determined  by  the  child’s  welfare. 

AS  WITH  ANY  constitutional 
amendment,  the  E.R.A.  cannot  affect 
personal  relationships  in  and  of  itself.  It 
would  neither  end  chivalry  nor  force 
women  outside  the  home. 

Because  right  of  privacy  is  guaranteed 
by  the  Constitution,  the  measure  would 
not  integrate  rest  rooms  or  college 
dormitories.

‘Dead’  Marine  coming  home 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A 
young  Marine  supposedly  killed  in 
Vietnam  and  buried  by  his  family 
four  years  ago  has  turned  up  alive 
in  a  Communist  prison  camp,  the 
Pentagon  said  Tuesday. 

The  Marine,  Pfc.  Ronald  L. 
Ridgeway,  is  listed  among  the  555 
U.S.  servicemen  identified  by 
North  Vietnam  as  prisoners  of 
war. 

The  Communists  said  Ridgeway 
was  captured  Feb.  25,  1968  near  a 
U.S.  outpost  at  Khe  Sanh. 

The  Pentagon  said  the  remains 
of  what  were  believed  to  have 
been  Ridgeway  and  eight  other 
members  of  his  patrol  caught  in  a 

Last  day 
for  mailing 

Today  is  the  last  day  for  mailing 
in  applications  for  license  plates, 
with  the  guarantee  that  they  will 
reach  the  car  owner  by  Feb.  28, 
according  to  Harrison  Conover, 
Utah  County  Assessor. 

Mr.  Conover  yesterday  urged 
that  applicants  who  have  already 
mailed  in  their  forms  should  not 
call  and  check  on  the  plates  unless 
at  least  three  weeks  have  passed 
from  the  mailing  date. 

He  indicated  that  while 
mailed-in  applications  were 
coming  in  steadily,  there  has  been 
a  better  flow  of  walk-in  applicants 
at  the  business  windows  in  the 
County  Building. 


North  Vietnamese  ambush  were 
recovered  and  returned  to  the 
United  States  for  burial. 

Maj.  Gen.  Daniel  James,  a 
Pentagon  spokesman,  said 
Ridgeway’s  family  was  notified 
that  their  son  was  alive  after  all. 
The  Pentagon  identified  his 
mother  as  Mrs.  Mildred  A. 
Ridgeway  of  7026  Fulton  Street, 
Houston,  Tex. 

James  said  Ridgeway  was  listed 
as  missing  until  Aug.  15,  1968 
when  the  remains  were  identified 
as  the  patrol  members. 

James  said  that  because  of  the 
time  lapse  between  the  ambush 
and  the  recovery  of  the  remains, 
the  bodies  had  deteriorated  both 
from  the  tropical  weather  and  the 
“intense  bombardment”  from 
artillery  poundings  and  air  strikes. 

James  said  the  remains  of  what 
was  believed  to  be  the  nine 
members  of  the  patrol  were 
interred  in  a  mass  grave  at 
Jefferson  Barracks  National 
Cemetery  in  St.  Louis. 

The  account  of  the  mix-up  over 
Ridgeway  was  given  by  James 
during  a  briefing  on  the  POW 
statistics  released  by  the  Pentagon 
since  Saturday. 

Of  the  555  Americans  identified 
as  POWs  in  North  and  South 
Vietnam,  James  said  508  were 
previously  carried  as  captives. 
Forty-five  others  were  previously 
listed  as  missing,  while 
one— Ridgeway— had  been  listed  as 
killed  in  action. 

In  addition,  one  man,  Frederick 
Louis  Elbert,  a  Marine,  had  been 


listed  as  a  deserter.  His  hometown 
was  not  immediately  available. 

As  for  the  55  Americans  North 
Vietnam  had  identified  as  having 
died  in  captivity,  the  Pentagon 
said  27  were  previously  carried  as 
prisoners  of  war,  1 1  others  were 
listed  as  having  been  missing  while 
16  others  were  previously  listed  as 
killed  in  action.  One  of  the  55  had 
been  carried  as  a  deserter,  a 
Marine,  Earl  C.  Weatherman. 

Meanwhile,  James  said,  the 
Pentagon  was  continuing  to  go 
over  the  lists,  name  by  name,  to 
help  in  the  accounting  for  the 
1,269  U.S.  fighting  men  still 
missing  in  Southeast  Asia  and  on 
56  others  whom  the  Pentagon  said 
were  known  to  have  been 
Communist  prisoners  but  were 
not  accounted  for  by  North 
Vietnam.
